The Unfortunate Man the Victim of Jeal- 


ousy and Hate--Mrs. Tabbs' Part 


in the Tragedy. 


Pmi.AnEi.paiA, Pa., Feb. 24—Each day 


h:is furnished a new sensation in the 
fumous Wakefleld Gains murder case, 
where the victim was killed and his body 
cut into pieces and carried to various 
parts of the country about Philadelphia. 
George Wilson, who was arrested Tue»- 
day night, charged with being accessory 
to tho murder, along with Mrs. Tabbs, 
treated 
a great sensation yesterday. 


At first he was struck with an epileptic 
fit and he was believed to be dead. The 
doctor had an Idea that he bad poisoned 
himself, but after hard worn he wus re- 
suscitated. In the afternoon he made a 
confession of a portion of his participation 
in the murder. He sent for Chief of lle- 
tectives Kelly and said: 


"1 am ready to help you to find the head 


and arms and legs of Wakey Gains. 1 
carried them off 
I was at »Mrs. Tabbs' 


house on Wednesday morning last, when 
Wakey Gams called, We had a fight, and 
when Gains' head was turned from me 1 
hit him in the head with a chair. He fell 
dead, for I crushed his skull in. Then 1 
left the house, and when I came back 
about 
noon 
Mrs. 
Tabbs 
had 
cut 


Wakey's head and arms and le»s off. 
She gave me the head and I earned it 
away, and then 1 came back and got the 
arms and legs. 1 earned 
I hem out to 


fallow-hill street bridge (near Fairmount 
Park, on the Schuylkill river), and hid 
them in an ash-pile. At night 1 went back 
to the place, wrapped the head, legs and 
arms together, put two bricks in the 
bundle and throw Ihe whole thing into the 
river " 


Wilson Ihen offered lo show the officers 


Where the remains of Gains were 
He 


was taken on tbe police tug to the place 
he indicated. Tbe river was dragged but 
the limbs and head could not be found. 
While on the tug Wilson made an effur tto 
cud his existence by slipping out of his 
coat and jumping Into the river, taut De- 
tective Miller kept a firm grip on the 
prisoner. 


Wilson expresses no contrition for the 


purl be took in this cold-blooded murder 
and horrible butchery. He is, as a mat 
Ier of fact, as cool in bis conduct as if he 
was an injured party 


Mrs. Tabbs, his accomplice, is also not a

The Lenten Regulations. 


• The following are the regulations for 
the observance of Lent by Roman Cath- 
olics, as-enunciated by Kt. Eev. J. L. 
Spalding, bishop of the diocese of Peoria: 


1. All the days of Lent, Sundays ex- 


cepted, are fasting days. 


2. All those who have completed their 


21st year are, unless lawfully excused, 
obliged to fast during Lent. -Custom 
has introduced the habit of taking a ciip 
of coffee or tea with a small piece of bread 
in the morning; and in the evening a 
collation, or the part of an ordinary 
meal, is allowed. 


3. By dispensation, ilesh meat rnav be 


used at the principal meal on Mondays, 
Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays, ex- 
cept the Saturdays in Ember week, and 
the Thursday aud Saturday in Holy- 
week. 


4. The use of fish and flesh meat is not 


allowed at the same meal. 


5. Those who are under 21 years of age, 


or perform hard work, or are unwell or 
convalescent, or unable to fast without 
serious injury to health, are exempt 
from the fast. Those who are excused 
from fasting by reason of age or hard 
work, or ill health, may eat meat at more 
than one niea! on the days on which its 
use is permitted. In case of doubt the 
advice of the pastor should be asked for.
